Creditor 

A creditor is a person, corporation, or other entity to 
whom debtor owes a debt that was incurred before 
the date of the bankruptcy filing.

Claim

A proof of claim is a form used by the creditor In 
indicate the amount of the deht owed by the debtor 
on the date of the bankruptcy filing.

Secured Claim Under 11 U.S.C § 506 (a) 

A secured claim is one backed by a lien on property 
of the debtor. The claim is secured so long as the 
creditor has the right to be paid from the property 
prior to other creditors. The amount of the secured 
claim cannot exceed the value of the properly. Any 
amount owed to the creditor in excess of the value of 
the property is an unsecured claim. Examples of 
liens on property include a mortgage on real estate or 
a security interest in a car. A lien may be voluntarily 
granted by a debtor or may be obtained through a 
court proceeding.
